We restated and varied our reasonings in many | 
ways, but it was to no purpose; no more than if | 
we argued to a dog. For Barr evaded or ignored | 
all those parts of the argument, and only repeat- 
ed the deductions from his own intuitions, dreary 
and barren as they were, and from his acrid ex- 
periences smong men, This singular but total 
incapacity—evidently unconscious, and perfectly 
defined in scope—first suggested to my miad a 
strange and horrible suspicion which has there 
remained ever si and which after occurrenees 
strengthened; although it is so painful a belief 
that I will not absolutely admit that | believed it. 

Before entering upon the distressing remainder 
of this account, it is necessary to remlad the 
reader that the agencies therein maluly concern-

TERRIBLE DISASTER AT SEA. 

The Hambarg barque Elise, which arrived at 
New York on the 16th inat., brings news of « 
disaster more terrible than any since the losses of 
the Arctic and Pacific. The French steamer Le 
Lyonnaise, which left New York for Havre on 
Nov. Ist, was run into off Nantacket Shoals, in 
the night of Nov. ard, by a large ship. which 
struck ber co heavily aft that by the morning 
she was in « sinking condition, and passengers 
and crew were obliged to Lee ave fare Sia be we 
the ship's complement, 
raft was constructed, 
Two of the boats w 


endeavoring to reach the raft. Mr. Laguicre, 
second mate of the Lyonneise, from whom 
the statement of the disaster %, says that the 
boat in which he himself was, soon lost sight of 
the other two boats and the raft; consequently, 
their tate is as yet unknow 
At the time of the collision, the weather was 
very f&ggy. The unkaown vessel which ran into 
the Lyronnaise, made no effort to render an 
sistance, but steered away. It is not improbable 
that ber own injuries were severe 
The boat im which was Mr. Laguiere, was on 
the open sea for upwards of two days, in the 
midst of a violent rain, hall and snow storm, the 
boat leaking so badly as to necessitate incessant 
i ler exhausted, the 
Clothes ou ~ passengers mito their backs, 
and death by cold or sarvation tie only pro 
speet. One aged gentleman died. Many of the 
crew were severely frost-bitten, and all suffered 
intensely. On the morning of the third 4 
boat was picked up by the Bremen barque a 
outward boand, whose commander, Capt. Nor 
denhottt, did everything in his power for the 
sufferers. On 9 fifth day, they were 
to the Hamburg barque Blise, bound for New 
York, at which cad they, sixteen in number, ar
